Major Watts's Disloyalty 


T 


HE summary dismissal of Major W. O. Watts from tho Department of 
Justice has received no little comment in tin- pie,1-. As lime gor-H on It 


Is bound to receive Inore. It will roeeho no moro than it deserves as. the fol- 
lowing extracts from an article in a current magazine amply prove:

According to ethical -standards profiling In the Wa'hlngton liureaiicracy. 


there would seem to be pood and Midlclont reason for this abrupt termination 
of the services of Agent Watt". He had long Ix-cn looking Into tin- contracts 
for the sales of surplus materials effected bv the War Department. A year 
ago, the Government still had nearly four billion dollars worth of this surplus 
war-material on hand, for our politicians are liberal providers, and It has been 
in process of being sold off. not ai a conspicuous piofit, to «.ay the least, and 
generally by "arrangement," rather than after competitive bidding. 


Agent Watts seems to have been a fusjy and recalt Itrant person. 
Tho 


War Department had $150 million worth of surplus harness, which under 
special arrangement was contracted to be sold to a private company for a 
trivial song. Major Watts was still In the War Department when he began 
objecting to this casual sort of business transaction, and he continued his ob- 
jections after he entered the Department of .lustic". Tho caso attracted pub- 
lic attention, and finally, under pressure fiom President Haul ing. Secretary 
Weeks ordered the contract cancelled. This showed a fine regard for public 
economy, save for the detail that somehow the contract never seemed to stay 
cancelled, and that It still hangs on. 


This was one of a number of little matters unearthed by the over- 


Inquisitive Watts. Onc item was that of the major with th" romantic name of 
a Laura Jean LIbbey hero. In France this major was charged by bin superiors 
with gross irregularities, and the military intelligence slatted an investigation, 
which, according to Congressman Royal C. Johnston of South Dakota, was 
suddenly and mysteriously stopped. 
After the major got home he was 


naturally placed In charge of .sales of surplus materials under the Quarter- 
mastergeneral. "Ample proofs have been submitted In the form of the War 
Department's own official documents," declares Representative Johnston, "to 
convict this officer of conspiracy to defraud the Government out of large 
sums of money." 


A document of particular interest cited by tho cognre'ssman is a letter 


from the major to bis civilian brother in Seattle, giving him a fiatcrnal lip 
on certain government-owned materials to be placed on sale on the Pacific 
Coast. "If you are interested in any of the items, just drop mo a lino and I 
will advise you how to obtain the same,'* wrote tho officer, according to Con- 
gressman Johnston. Agent Walts, we understand, reported somewhat harsh- 
ly on the activities of Uie major, and In duo course Secretary Weeks sent to 
congress a recommendation that th« officer with the Laura Jean Libby nanvj 
be promoted to a lieutenant-colonelcy, tin: a demonstrating that the Depart- 
ment under his guidance could be ns considciate as it was under his Demo- 
cratic predecessor. Mr. Baker. 


Agent Watts then, throwing aside all sense of decency, went to Congress- 


man Johnston, who has been serving as chairman of a committee Investigating 
departmental sales, and protested against this promotion. 
Following this, 


Congressman Johnston and Congressman Roy O. Woodruff of Michigan, a 
former service man who seems u bit concerned about tho quality of democ- 
racy be has made the world safe for, made speeches In tho House giving a lot 
of fearful and wonderful details about tho sales-policy of tho AV'ar Depart- 
ment. The press generally exorcised an admirable restrain about those ex- 
traordinary addresses; but the superiors of Agent Watts noticed thorn, and 
ordered him to inform them if he had been guilty of talking to congressmen 
about official family matters. 
As soon as Agent Watts admitted such indis- 


cretion, his dismissal for disloyalty followed. 
Surely every good citizen will 


hope that this will be a lesson to any other pubic servant who may be tempted 
to act on conscientious scruples about honesty or decency or a regard for tho 
public interest. 


Some of the matters cited by the two congressmen seem worth noting. 


Mr. Woodruff set forth that a Japanese firm was courteously permitted to de- 
fraud the Government out of $10 million on certain contracts Involving govern- 
mental purchases. He told of surplus-lumber sales by which bo stated tho 
Government was mulcted of $1, 851,000. The sales were arranged under tho 
Democratic administration, but the fiim that profited had at its head a Repub- 
lican national committceman; from which it may he concluded that in such 
matters there is a charming bl-partisan accord. 


Mr. Johnston told of a sale of tinned meats for $6 million, that had cost 


the War Department ?."><> million 
To effect this sale, previous contracts at a 


higher figure were decorously cancelled by tho Department. He told of a 
large quantity of olive-drab cloth which cost ?23^,000, sold for $101.000. The 
Department cancelled this contract and resold the cloth for $2G.f>00, and in its 
report to the Congress stated, not quite tiuthfully. that the original cost was 
$60,000. He told of mosquito bars sold to a certain firm for $1 each; but tho 
contract somehow was not carried out, and they were later sold for 20 cents
